Constantine Succeeds te 


Throne of Greece. 


Is now Leading Greek Atmy at Front 


Where He Has Shown Great Bravery 


Saloniki, March —18,—(Bulletin)— 

King George of Greece was assassi- 
nated this afternoon, 

LONDON, March 18.—News of the 
assassination of the king of Greece, 
rumors of which have been pouring 
into Londen from various capitals 
since 7 o'clock tonight, was officially 
confirmed shortly before 10 o'clock 
by a message received by Qucen Alex- 
andra at Marlborough house, It was 
from Prince -Nicholas at Salonika, 
where the murder was committed, 
and briefly stated that King George 
was assassinated while walking the 
streets of Saloniki and that he died 
half an hour after receiving the fatal 
wound, 

On hearing the-news Queen Alex- 
andra collapsed falling into a deep 
swoon, Her condition caused her at- 
tendants and physicians the deepest 
concern. She was carried to 
sleeping apartments, where at mid- 


night, it is said, she was ina serious 


condition, 

Only the most meagre details of 
the assassination have been received 
owing to strict censorship at Salon- 
ika. His majesty was attacked from 
behind i the street and the shots 
were fired at a close range, 

The assassin, who is called Skina, 


declared when arrested that the king 


had refused to give him mcney when 

asked for,

Man Who Protected Assassin of Stoly- 
pin and Condoned Open Murder 

The former chief of police, Colonel 
Kuljabko, who was In charge of the 
secret police at the time of the assas- 
sitfation of M. Stolypin, has been sen- 
tenced by the district court to sixteen 
months’ detention in a fortress for 
neglect in the administration of funds 
and forgery of vouchers, The court 
found that he had no personal aims 
to serve in the commission of these 
offenses, A charge of embezzling 
8000 roubles of police funds was dis- 
missed. 

The dramatic assassination of M. 
Stolypin, which led to Colonel Kul- 
jabko being relieved of his office, oc- 
curred in the Kieff Theatre in 
September last year. The prime min- 
ister was shot by a man named Bog- 
roff, who was employed by the Oku- 
rany (seeret police) and was said tc 
have been regarded by the authorities 
as 2 most valuable secret agent, his 
work having won for him the enlire 
confidence of Colonel Kuljabko,  - 

In April last the judicial departzicnt 
of the council of state, @®cided thit 
Ccionel Kuljabko and two other police 
officials implicated, M. Kurloff and M. 
Verigin, were not technically guilty of 
an cffense against the state, but mus: 
stand their trial on the minor charge 
of being defaulting officials. Taa 
three officials, with a fourth, M. Spir- 
idovitch, were required to give an ac- 
count of the expenditure of vast sums 
received by them for the safe-guarding 
of the lives of distinguished persons 
present at the Kieff festivities.

THIEVES MAKE BIG HAUL 


Box Containing $25,000 In Gold Stolen 
While In Transit From Berlin 

A box which contained about 
$25,000 in gold has been stolen during 
transit from Berlin to South America, 
Lloyd's underwriters state. The rob- 
bery follows very close upon the mys- 
terious theft of $50,000 from a con- 
signment of $1,000,000 from the Bank 
of England to the Credit. Lyonnais, 
Alexandria. In that case lead was 
substituted for the gold. 

The Berlin box has been traced up 
to when it was transferred at Ham- 
burg to a boat for transhipment to the 
steamship Cap Blanco, bound for Rio. 
When the boat reached the steamor 
the bullion box could not be found. 

During the last two years there have 
been four robberies of bullion during 
transit across Europe. It is well 
known, said a detective officer last 
night, that an international gang is at 
work. In the $50,000 Credit Lyon- 
nais robbery it has been established 
that the two cases found to cantaln 
lead were the original cases, thus dis- 
posing of the theory that there was a 
substitution of boxes. One alien nail 
was found to have been driven in and 
the wax of the reimposed. seals was 
different from that used by the Bank 
of England. 

It is quite clear that the thieves by 
some means obtain knowledge of the 
movement of bullion, the date, the 
route and the exact description of the 
boxes in which the gold is placed. 
But so far they have evaded capture.

MERCHANT SHIPS IN WAR 


Mystery Seems to Attach to Prepara- 
tions by Germany 


London. — Sir John D. Rees 
put a remarkable question in the 
house of commons, regarding the con- 
version of German merchant ships into 
warships. 

He asked the first lord of the admir- 
alty if he would state what steps the 
government had taken to countervail 
the privilege of allowing conversion 
of merchantmen into warships, con- 
ferred on Germany by the ratification 
in 1909 of The Hague conference of 
1907, whereby 128 warships, 45 of 
which were over 10,000 tons, and all 
of which were specially adapted to 
conversion, would be added to the Ger- 
man fleet when the empire was at war. 

Doctor Machnamara, who réplied for 
the government, said he could not ac- 
cept the figures of Sir John Rees. 

The question of the protection of 
British trade and commerce is one 
which has constantly the attention of 
the admirally, he said, and I am not 
prepared to make any statement as to 
what steps will be or have been taken 
in the matter.

Public Forests are Set Aside for the 
Use of the Public 


The former erroneous impression, 
that forest reserves are areas set 
apart by the government to be reserv- 
ed from use and development is giving 
way to the correct view that they are 
for the general use of the public. 

The Dominion Forestry Branch Is 
desirous of spreading this idea abroad, 
and with this end In view has inaug- 
urated the policy of surveying sum- 
mer-resort lots around convenient 
lakes {n forest reserves, These lots: 
are of two kinds, viz. building lots and 
camping lots, so that the demands of 


both cottagers and campers may be 
met Such lots are leased to the 
public for a term of yertrs at a very 


nominal figure. 

It is hoped that in this way a start 
may be made in bringing to the pub- 
lic a realization of the opportunities 
and advantages which the reservation 
of these great areas of the public do- 
main affords the country at large. 


A yod example of such a resort is 
seen in British Columbia where a site 
has been laid out at Trout Lake, in 
the Long Lake forest reserve, This

Canada’s Fuel Problem 
There is perhaps, no sight on the 


streets of the larger Canadian cities 
which more quickly attracts the at- 
tention of the visiting Englishman 


than the immense piles of cord wood 
to be seen in vacant corners and on 
other unoccupied property, says Can 
ada. Owing to the severe Canadian 
winter the fuel problem is a constant 
jone, if not as acute as that created 
jin the United Kingdom by the récent 
coal strike. 

Wood is used for fuel in Canada al- 
most as much as coal. It is sold 
by the cord. Vacant lots—even 
those on the principal streeis—are 
rented by wood dealers for the pur- 
pose of storing wood. Huge piles of 


and their sawed ends offer to the pass- 
er by a curious wall of discs, Poplar 
and tamarack are the trees most com- 
monly cut for cord-wood. 
is almost invariably done in the win- 
ter time. Access to the forests and 
bush areas is usually, across swampy 
ground, Thus it ig easy in winter 
to haul the logs on sleighs to river, 
lake, or railway for transportation lat- 
er on, During the summer the wood 
is brought to cities, and by the follow- 
ing winter it is thoroughly dry and fit 
| for fuel. 

It would be difficult to draw a hard 
and fast line between the use 
wood and coal in Canada. It may 
be said, however, that wood is used 


preferably for cooking purposes, es- 
| pecially’ where gas is available. In 
the spring and autumn, when the 


weather is not sufficient] cold to war- 
rant a continuous coal fire in the cel- 
lar furnace, wood is a convenient and 
quick heater. It is used at such 
times of the year both in furnaces 
fand in open grates. A wood-pile 
|outside a chureh is quite a common 
}sight in Canada, The church is

as the lighthouse of the Mediterranean, 


which is in violent eruption, once fig- | 


| ured in a court of law in connection 
with one of the most circumstantial 
ghost stories on record. In 1688 4 Mrs. 
Booty brought an action of slander 
tigainst a certain Captain Barnaby for 
saying that he had seen old Booty run- 
ning into the flames of hell, pursued by 
the devil. 
‘The words were admitted, but for 
the dgfense it was proved that May 15, 
1G87, the day of old Booty’s death, the 


captain, with a large party of friends, | 


went ashore at Stromboli to shoot rab- 
bits. At about 3:30 in the afternoon 
{vo men were seen running toward the 
yoleuno, Captain Barnaby exclaimed, 
“Lord bless me, the foremost is old 
Booty, my next door neighbor!” 
then vanished in the flames, a fact of 
which every one took noie. 

In addition to the testimony of Cap- 
tain Barnaby and his friends, old Boo- 
ty’s clothes were brought Into court 
and identified by several witnesses as 
being similar to those worn by the fore- 
most mun who ran into the crater. 
The judge, Chief Justice Sir Robert 
Wright, was so impressed by this evi- 
dence that be said: “Lord have mercy 
upon me and grant that 1 may never 
see what you have seen. One, two or 
three may be mistaken, but not thirty.” 

Mrs. Booty lost the day, and the case 
still remains the only judicially ac-

When we buy a loaf of bread In a 
shop whose counters are clean and 
whose showcases carry a tempting ar- 
ray of cakes and rolls we are not to 
conclude, as a matter of course, that 
the bakery at the rear or below stairs 
would also meet our approval, Not 

one customer in a thousand sees the 
conditions under which bread and pas- 
try are manufactured, and it is this 
very removal from public view and 
criticism that constitutes the chief dift- 
ficulty in enforcing existing laws for 
the proper construction of bakeries and 
for sanitary methods of carrying ou 
the business. 

There are many sanitary and clean 
bakeries and workmen who are care- 
ful and neat in their habits, but the 
reverse condition too often prevails. 
One bakery is described in a recent re- 
port as thirty feet long by seven or 
eight feet in width, with bugs of flour 
ranged on one side aud the dough tubs 
placed along the other, In the same

foul gases, a defective oven letting ont

, The housekeeper who has not tested 
the culinary possibilities of marshmal- 
lows has little idea of their many uses. 
For emergencies 4 tin box of these in- 
expensive candies is a good asset for 
the supply closet. 

Should the supply of eggs give ont 
when filling or frosting is wanted for 
a dark layer cake marshmallows may 
be substituted,

melted marshmallows over the cake.

Decoraté with a singte nut meat, half 
a cherry or a cross marking of choco- 
late or colored frosting.

}apple make @ salad combination well 
suited to a French dressing flavored 
with wine. 

Ordinary chocolate ice cream is ensi- 
ly transformed into an apparently ex- 
pensive novelty by adding a plentiful 
supply of quartered marshmallows 
when the cream is half frozen. If the 
chocolate is rich aud dark these dull 
white particles make an_ effective 
showing and also add an unusual fla- 
voring. 

KITCHEN NEATNESS. 
Food and Drink May Become Danger- 
ous Purveyors of Disease. 

Scrupulous neatness should always 
be observed in keeping, handling and 
serving food. If ever cleanliness is de- 
sirable it must be in the things we eat, 
and every care should be taken to in- 
sure it for the sake of health as well 
as of society. 

Cleanliness in this connection means 
not only absence of visible dirt, but 
freedom from undesirable bacteria and 
other minute organisms and from 
worms and other purasites. If food, 
raw or cooked, is kept in dirty places, 
peddied from dirty carts, prepared in 
dirty rooms and in dirty dishes or ex- 
posed to foul air, disease germs and 
other offensive and diungerous sub- 
stances can easily get in. 

Food and drink may, in fact, be very 
dangerous purveyors of disease. ‘The 
bacteria of typhoid fever sometimes 
find their way into drinking water, and 
those of typhoid and scarlet fevers and 
diphtheria into milk and bring sickness 
and death to large numbers of people. 

Oysters which are taken from the 
sult water where they grow and “‘float- 
ed” for a short time in brackish water 
near the mouth of a stream bave been 
known to be infected by typhoid fever 
germs brought into the stream by the 
sewage from houses. 

Celery or lettuce grown in soil ccs. 
taining typhoid germs has been thought 
to convey this disease. 


ECONOMY HELPS. 


When coloring is required for stews | 
or hashes let the onions used have the | 
outer skin left on, and no burnt sugar | 


or other coloring matter will be re- 
quired. 
When cutting new bread beat your 


knife by dipping it into a jug of hot 
water, In this way you can cut the 
thinuest bread and butter from a new 
loaf quite easily.

Salt and vinegar make an excellent 
mixture for cleaning water bottles aud 
wine decanters. l’'ut a dessertspoon 
ful of rough salt into ‘a decanter, 
moisten it with vinegar and then 
shake the decanter till the stains are 
removed.
